TOWN WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Westmoreland in the 
County of Cheshire in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Westmoreland on Tuesday, the 12th day of March, next at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget as 
submitted by the budget committee under the authority of the 
municipal budget act. (This budget may be considered item 
by item, or as a whole, but may not be increased by more than 
ten percent in any item as a whole.) 


4. To hear the reports of agents and auditors, and take 
any action thereto. 


D. To see if the town will vote for snow removal and sand- 
ing on either Class V or Class VI roads, or take any other action 
relating thereto, raise and appropriate money for same. 


6. To see if the town will vote for Class IV and Class V 
roads construction, reconstruction or betterment aid, and raise 
and appropriate the sum of $577.77, which is 15% of the State 
apportionate; the State will contribute $3,841.38. 


7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate in addition to what is required by law for 
highways and bridges.

8. To see what disposition the Town will vote to make 
of the income of the Jotham Lord Fund. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $300.00 for the support of the Library. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $80.00 (1/100 of the 1% of the valuation of the 
Town) to the Monadnock Region Association of Southwestern 
New Hampshire for issuance and distribution of printed mat- 
ter, hewspaper and magazine advertising, and by other means 
calling attention to the resources and natural advantages of 
the Town in cooperation with the other thirty-seven towns of 
the Monadnock Region. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $150.00 for the upkeep of cemeteries. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men, Fire Chief and officers of the Fire Department to purchase 
a new fire truck at a total cost not to exceed $12,000.00, and 
to raise and appropriate therefor $2,000.00 for the current 
year and to borrow $10,000.00 to be amortized at the 
rate of $2,000.00 each year starting in 1958, and authorize the 
Selectmen to issue bonds or serial notes for the repayment of 
same. In the event the above is approved the Fire Department 
Budget will be decreased $450.00. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $480.00 for the Elliot Community Hospital in Keene, 
this amount being “your fair share of the Standby or Readiness 
to serve costs.” 


15. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 from Edmond B. White to be held in trust, the income 
to be used annually for the upkeep of the Perez White lot in 
the Pratt Cemetery in Westmoreland, N. H. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from the residence of Mrs. Pearl Etz past the Henry 


Dutton place so-called to its junction with the road leading 
from South Village to the County Farm, subject to gates and 
bars. 


17. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$150.00 from James K. Snelling, to be held in trust as a ceme- 
tery trust fund, the income to be used annually for the up- 
keep of the lot in South Village cemetery. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$200.00 from Atty. Harry Watson to be held in trust, the in- 
come of same to be used annually for the upkeep of the Sumner 
Parker cemetery lot in Westmoreland, N. H.

21. *To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to appoint a committee to investigate the advisability of 
establishing a building code for the Town. 


22. *To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men, Fire Chief and members of the Budget Committee to 
look into the advisability of purchasing a used fire truck from 
one of the larger communities in this area, and to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $2,500.00 to purchase same. 


23. *To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men, Fire Chief, and members of the Budget Committee to look 
into the advisability of purchasing a new piece of fire appar- 
atus at a cost not to exceed $7,500.00, and to raise and appro- 
priate money for same. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to erect a fence around the Town Dump, designate what 
hours or days it will be open, and appoint a caretaker, and 
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raise and appropriate money for same. 


20. To see what action the Town will take relative to 
increasing the Road Agents pay for plowing snow and sanding.

TOWN MEETING 
March 18, 1956 


The moderator, Paul D. King, opened the meeting by 
reading the warrant. It was announced that Articles 1 and 2A 
would be open for the duration of the meeting. The polls were 
closed at 6:00 o’clock P. M. 


Articles 2 and 3 were taken up together. It was voted to 
raise and appropriate the following sums: 


Town officers’ salaries $1,800 00 
Town officers’ expenses 1,100 00 
Election and registration expenses 300 00 
Expenses Town Hall and other buildings 2,000 00 
Police department 70 00 
Fire department 1,575 00 
Health department, including hospitals 125 00 
Vital statistics 20 00 
Town highway and bridge maintenance, 

summer 5,900 00 
Town highway and bridge maintenance, 

winter 4,000 00 
Street lighting 325 00 
General expense of highway department 4,000 00 
Town poor 1,200 00 
Old age assistance 1,400 00

Aid to soldiers and their families 50 00 
Parks and playgrounds 100 00 
Damage and legal expenses, including 

dog damage 150 00

Article 2A. In the primary voting the Town voted in 


favor of Hisenhower delegates by a large majority, and the 
Presidential Preference vote was 118 for Eisenhower and 11 
for Kefauver, 7 for Stevenson. 


Article 4. It was voted to accept the reports of the Town 
Officers. 


Article 5. It was voted to approve snow removal and 
sanding on either Class V or Class VI roads. 


Article 6. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $577.77 for Class IV and Class V roads. 


Article 7. This was taken up together with Article 17. 


Article 8. It was voted to use the income from the Jotham 
Lord Fund for the support of the library. 


_ Article 9. The sum of $800.00 was voted to be raised and 
appropriated for the support of the library. 


Article 10. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 this year and to borrow $4,000.00 under this Article 
to be paid back at the rate of $500.00 per year until paid. This 
money to be used for repairs to the Sewell and Butterfield 
bridges, so called. 


Article 11. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,500.00 to paint the Town Hall. 


Article 12. After much discussion, a ballot vote was taken 
on this matter. There were 123 votes cast, 75 votes favorable, 
47 votes unfavorable, one blank vote. Since a two-thirds vote 
is required to borrow this money, this Article was defeated by 
7 votes. A motion was then made, seconded and carried to 
reconsider this Article at an adjourned meeting on Tuesday, 
March 27th, 1956 at 8:00 P. M. in the Town Hall. 


Article 13. The sum of $175.00 was voted to be raised 
and appropriated for the upkeep of cemeteries. 


Article 14. It was voted to authorize the Selectmen to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 15. It was voted to raise and appropriate the 
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sum of $80.00 for the Monadnock Region Association of South- 
western New Hampshire. The vote was 39—Yes, 6—No. 


Article 16. It was voted not to raise and appropriate any 
money for the Elliot Community Hospital in Keene. 


Article 17. It was voted to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,300.00 to eliminate the hazard existing on Hurricane Road 
at the foot of White’s Hill, and to cover the requirements of 
Article 7. (Handed in by individual) 


Article 18. Presented by John B. Knight. 

“Be it resolved that this Town Meeting go on record as op- 
posing the building of a County Infirmary in Keene, with the 
estimated cost of $396,000.00.” This resolution was unanimously 
passed. 


On a motion by Donald A. Paine, a rising vote of thanks 
was extended to Mrs. Ruth E. Burt and Charles H. Aldrich for 
their long and faithful service to Westmoreland as Town Clerk 
and Treasurer respectively. Both have retired from those 
offices. 


On a motion by Cameron Paine, a rising vote of thanks 
was extended to the Firemen who put in so much time, labor 
and money in constructing the new building to house the fire 
equipment.

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ADJOURNED MEETING 
Tuesday, March 27, 1956 


The adjourned Town Meeting was opened at 8:05 P. M. by 
Moderator Paul D. King, who read Article 12 in the Warrant, 
and also the record of proceedings on this Article at Town 
Meeting on March 18, 1956. 

After considerable discussion and the showing of charts 
showing comparisons between several makes of fire trucks, a 
vote by ballot was taken on Article 12. There were 158 bal- 
lots east, 86 favorable, and 72 unfavorable. Since a two-thirds 
vote is required to borrow this money, necessitating 106 fav- 
orable votes, this Article was defeated by 20 votes. 

It was then voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$300.00 for interest on long term notes, as recommended by 
the Budget Committee but held over until this meeting to see 
the outcome of the vote on Article 12. 

The meeting was adjourned at 10:00 P. M.

To the inhabitants of the school district of the Town of 
Westmoreland qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
district, on the 9th day of March, 1957, at 2:00 o’clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a member of the school board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the school 
board and truant officers, and fix the compensation of any other 
officer or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, or 
other officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose agents, auditors, and committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of stat- 
utory obligations of the district, and to authorize the applica- 
tion against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated 
to be received from the state equalization fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 
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9. To see what action the district will vote to take in 
regard to the disposal of the $1,500 now reserved for the 
renovation of the Corner School. 


10. To see if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board to make application for and to receive and use in the 
name of the district, such advances, grants in aid or other 
funds for educational purposes as may now or hereafter be 
forthcoming from the United States government or any depart- 
ment or agency thereof, or from any state or private agency. 


11. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School 
Board to negotiate a tuition contract with the Keene School 
District. 


12. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School 
Board to negotiate a tuition contract with the Walpole School 
District. 


18. To see what disposition if any, the voters of the West- 
moreland School District will authorize and empower the West- 
moreland School Board to make of any right, title and-or inter- 
est that the School District has or may have in and to the land, 
and-or buildings of the Depot School so-called. 


14. To see if the school district will accept as a gift a sum 
of four hundred dollars from the Westmoreland Corner School 
Historical Association, Inc., for the purpose of clearing the 
title to the Corner School property formerly known as District 
No. 9; and will return to the Association any unused portion 
of the above amount not utilized for the purpose stated. 


15. To see if the district will vote to authorize the school 
board to work jointly with a committee chosen by the West- 
moreland Corner School Historical Association, Inc., to employ 
such counsel as they may deem fit and to seek court ruling 
as to the rightful owner of the aforementioned property. 


16. To see if the district will vote to rescind the vote taken 
under article 12 of the school warrant of 1955, relative to deed- 
ing the Corner school property. 
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17. To see if the district will vote in the event the court 
rules that the Corner School property belongs to the School 
District, to deed said property to the town of Westmoreland, 
with the provision that the Westmoreland Corner School His- 
torical Association exists; also with the provision that the 
building may be used for school purposes at any time if the 
need should arise. 


18. To see if the School District will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of two hundred fifty ($250.00) dollars to 
clear the title to land on which the East Westmoreland School 
sits.

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SCHOOL MEETING 


March 10, 1956

Terry, who read the school warrant. The minutes of the pre- 
vious meeting were not read, as they had been put in the Town 
Report. The articles of the warrant were then acted upon. 


Article 1. Carl Barrett was elected moderator, for the 
ensuing year, with the clerk casting one ballot. 


Article 2. Dorothy Rhodes was elected clerk for the en- 
suing year, with the moderator casting one ballot. 


Article 3. Carl Messer was elected school-board member 
for the ensuing three years, with the clerk casting one ballot. 


Article 4. Marjorie Hudson was elected treasurer for the 
ensuing year, with the clerk casting one ballot. 


Article 5. The motion was made, seconded and voted 
that Article 5 be taken up with Article 8. 


Article 6. Marjorie Hudson read the report of the Hot 
Lunches for this year, which was accepted and placed on file. 


Charles Adams made the motion which was seconded and 
voted that the auditors report be accepted as placed in the 
School District annual report. 


Article 7 and Article 10. The motion was made, seconded 
and voted that Article 10 be taken up with Article 7. The 
motion was made, seconded and voted that Charles Adams 
serve as auditor with the clerk casting one ballot. 


The motion was made, seconded and voted that the district 
set up a committee of three persons to be appointed by the 
moderator, to study the present and future school needs and 
school buildings needs. They shall consult with the school 
board and make a joint report with the school board of their 
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findings and recommendations at the next school district meet- 
ing. The motion was voted in the affirmative. 


The moderator appointed the following committee: Mrs. 
Ruth Churchill, Robert Cox and Mrs. Annie Shelley. 


Article 8 and Article 5. The motion was made, seconded 
and voted that the district vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $44,835.50 for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the appli- 
cation against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated 
to be received from the state equalization fund together with 
other income; the school board to certify to the selectmen the 
balance between the estimated revenue and the appropriation, 
which balance is to be raised by taxes by the town. 


Article 9. The motion was made, seconded and voted to 
lay Article 9 on the table until next year, when the article is 
rewritten and to see if the district will vote to rescind the 
vote. Yes—32. No—14. The motion was voted in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 11. The motion was made, seconded and voted 
that the district vote to authorize the school board to negotiate 
a tuition contract with the Keene School District. 


Aricle 12. The motion was made, seconded and voted that 
the district vote to adopt a plan for extending to employees of 
the district the benefits of title II of the Federal Social Security 
Act (Old Age and Survivors’ Insurance) as authorized by 
Chapter 101 of the Revised Statutes Annotated amended by 
Chapters 301 and 332 of the Laws of 1955. 


Article 18. The motion was made, seconded and voted 
that the district vote to exclude from the plan services in any 
class or classes of positions filled by popular election. 


Article 14. The motion was made, seconded and voted 
that the district vote to exclude from the plan services in any 
class or classes of positions the compensation for which is on a 
fee basis. 
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Article 15. The motion was made, seconded and voted 
that the district authorize the school board to execute on behalf 
of the district the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and that the School 
District Treasurer be designated as the officer to be responsible 
for the administration of the plan. 


Article 16. After reconsideration of the motion, the fol- 
lowing motion was made, seconded and voted, that the district 
elect two voters to serve on a three member committee includ- 
ing one school board member appointed by the school board, 
to work with similar committees appointed in neighboring 
school districts, for the purpose of studying the feasibility of 
forming a cooperative school district in accordance with RSA 
Chapter 195, and as amended by laws of 1955, Chapter 334; and 
to prepare a report to be presented to the voters at the next 
annual district meeting. 


The motion was made, seconded and voted that Cameron 
Paine and Mrs. Annie Shelley serve on this committee, with the 
clerk casting one ballot. They were declared elected.

The following is my report for the year ending June 30, 
1956. 


102 pupils were inspected. 
75 pupils were in need of dental care. 
105 pupils had vision tests given by the school nurse.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland: 

I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools: 

Westmoreland was fortunate in that there were no changes 
in teacher personnel this year. It was the only district in the 
supervisory union that did not have at least one or more 
teacher charges. 

All the teachers of Supervisory Union No. 60 are partici- 
pating in a program of professional growth and development 
this year. Monthly teachers’ meetings are planned by the prin- 
cipals who meet with the superintendent a week in advance of 
the date of the teachers’ meeting. Topics that have been con- 
sidered to date are: Planning for Better Teaching; Getting the 
Most Out of Our Teaching Resources; and Science Education. 

The Charlestown and Walpole Supervisory Unions held a 
joint teachers’ meeting at Charlestown in October for the pur- 
pose of discussing ways and means of improving the teaching 
of handwriting. Miss Kittle, a nationally recognized authority 
in the field of handwriting, was obtained as a consultant for 
this meeting. 

The results of achievement tests given in April each year 
show that Westmoreland compares favorably with national 
and area averages. 

The enrollment projection given in last year’s report has 
changed in the following respects in the light of censes taken 
in September: ry 

The total September enro!]ment for 1956-57 is 105; last 
year’s forecast was 112—7 less. 

The total September enrollment for 1957-58 is 107; last 
year’s forecast was 110—3 less. 

The total September enrollment for 1958-59 is 114; last 
year’s forecast was 112—2 more. 
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The total September enrollment for 1959-60 is 114; last 
year’s forecast was 117—3 less. 


The total September enrollment for 1960-61 is 125; last 
year’s forecast was 118—7 more. 


The total September enrollment for 1961-62 is 123; last 
year’s forecast was 114—9 more. 

The number of pupils more and less seem to cancel out 
which shows that while the projection varies in actual numbers 
from year to year, the over all picture is the same—a gradual 
increase.

It is my hope that the education committee will recommend 
a solution to our over-crowded situation and that Westmore- 
land citizens will take action to implement the recommenda- 
tion. 

Building improvements and services that have been ac- 
complished this year are installation of new window shades at 
the East School; installation of telephones at both schools; 
completion of the bulkhead exit and the Village School and 
the enclosure of the furnace and water pump. This enclosure 
and bulkhead exit allows the use of the basement for pupil 
activities. 

The estimated budget balance of $5,000.00 is due to two 
principal factors. One is that there were seven less tuition 
pupils attending high school than were expected to attend when 
the budget was made last year. The second factor is due to 
additional income from tuition resulting from the operation of 
a new state law requiring school districts to pay for children 
who are now their responsibility to educate. 

The budget estimated balance plus anticipated mcome 
should result in there being only a small net merease in the 
amount of money to be raised by taxation this year. If the 
$1,500.00 reserved for the purpose of renovation of the Corner 
School was voted to be added to the balance it would result in 
a decrease in the amount of money necessary to be raised by 
taxation. It has cost the town of Westmoreland about $225.00 
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to hold this money in reserve for the past three years.
